April 26, 1886, being Monday, in Easter week, in the Sunday 
School Room of Trinity Chapel, John Davenport, Esq., Vice-Presi- 
dent, in the Chair. The Annaal Reports of the Board of Man- 
aorers, of the Treasurer, and of the Missionaries of the Society 
were presented and accepted, and ordered to he published. 

Afterwards the Officers and Managers for the ensuing year 
were chosen. 

The time for holding the Anniversary Services of the' Society 
was referred to the new Board of Managers. 
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I give and bequeath to the ** Protestant Episcopal Church 
Missionary Society for Seamen in the city and Port of 
New Fork,** incorporated by the Legislature of the State of New 
Fork, in the year One Thousand Eight Hundred and Forty four, 
ihe sum of Dollars,

of religion to »ucli as have it not. One reads so often in the 
daily papers that we have no longer a marine, that the request 
for subscriptions comes to many with surprise. They have for- 
gotten that while the American sailor is no longer regarded with 
pride by many of his countrymen, he still toils upon the sea and 
comes ashore to rest and must be met by Icind friends or fall as 
ever before among evil companions and bad influences. 

At such a time as this, therefore, it becomes proper to remind 
the Church and its members that the labor of love still goes on, 
and that the hands of those who work among the seamen muet 
be provided with gifts. That this great navy, native and 
foreign, depends upon such help as Christian people can give 
them through the various missions. 

In last year's report the appeal was made for funds to extend 
the buildings belonging to the West Side Mission. This has 
been answered and thanks to the gift of a deceased friend, the 
necessary addition will be provided. It is for the current income 
that the Society now asks for increased aid. Lately, a new work 
has been begun in Brooklyn, where there is a successful mission 
carried on for the past year, making fresh demands for mean» 
and energies. The Treasurer's account shows an increase of 
expenditures therefrom, for which in the future we hope to look 
to the Brookl^^n churches and our friends there; but our receipts, 
owing to dull times and other natural causes, have not been up 
to our expectation, so that we have been obliged to encroach 
upon our investment some $2,500 for the year. It is with in- 
creased cause that the Society asks its friends not to forget its 
wants that its labors may not be curtailed. Nearly one third of 
the sea-going vessels are now brought to Brooklyn wharves, and 
there are new centres growing about this port of New York which 
promise plenty of work for years to come. The Mission asks 
its friends, therefore, with continued earnestness, to remember 
the sailor in this great harbor of the world. 

During the year we 'have lost from among our most faithful 
workers, Mr. D. Colden Murray, who for eight years had made 
evident his deep and earnest interest in the welfare of seamen. 

In conclusion, the managers wish to bear testimony to the 
earnest and eifficient labors of the Society's staff. 

The clergymen in charge, the Rev. R. J. Walker, at the 
floating Chapel of Oar Saviour, the Rev. T. A. Hyland. at the 



Cbapel of the Holy Comforter, the Rev. Isaac Maguire, at tbe 
Ckienties Slip Station, the Rev. William Hackel, at the Erie 
Basin Station, Brooklyn, and Mr. Edward Rode, the Superin- 
tendent of the Sailors* Home in Franklin Square, have given 
faithful and untiring attention to their work, as their reports 
and results will show. Tho Society's interests are the object of 
their faithful devotion. 

The thanks of the Society are again due to the New Tork Bible 
Society, the New York Bible and Common Prayer Book Society, 
the Church Book Society, the Evangelical Knowledge Society, 
and to other donors for valuable gifts of books, tracts and 
papers. The distribution of these among the seamen is a promi- 
nent feature of the Mission and is productive of the greatest 
satisfaction and good.

OF OUR SAVIOUR, 

FOR THE YEA.R ENDING EASTER, 1886. 



The atteDdance of seamen at the Floating Church .of Our 
Saviour during the past year has been about the same as in the 
previous one, and we cannot anticipate any increase until a radi- 
cal change is effected in the laws which govern comujerce. An 
Uniied States official has recently informed the writer that the 
number of seamen visiting this port, had decreased 75 per cent. 
in the last 25 years. Nor is this all. The majority of seamen 
who temporarily sojourn at the Sailors' Home and boarding houses 
are Germans or Scandinavians. Your Missionary found on one 
occasion, 80 stilors in the large hom^ in Cherry Street; one of 
these was an American and two were Englishmen. All the rest 
were natives of continental Europe. A Scandinavian place of 
worship has been established in Monroe Street near Market, and 
several Finns, Norwegians and Swedes who formerly participated 
in our services, now repair there on the Lord's day. The con- 
gregations duiing the Winter and Spring months were largely 
composed of the officers and crews of transient English steam- 
ships which had passed throu^^h the Suez Canal, laden with tea 
from China and Japan. In some of these vessels, we ascertained 
that the hands were nearly ail M:ilays or Chinese. The only 
Europeans oi b )ard were the master, officers and engineers. So 
that every thing considered, we have as large a representation 
of seamen at the services as could be reasonably expected. A 
very encouraging feature of our work is the great interest mani- 
fested by these hardy men in the devotional exercises and the 
subsequent discourse. The little church has often resounded 
with the voices of sailors responding in the prayers and singing 
the praises of God with the deepest fervor, and not a few of 
them have returned to their ships or boardinsfhouses with minds 
deeply impressed by the solemn truths which they have listened 
to BO attentively, and these impressions have been deepened by 
the perusal of the excellent books which were presented to 
them, the gift of a generous and considerate member of the 
Board. Tue church records contain the names of some hundreds 
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of pioas seamen who have commi.ned in the F.'oating Church, 
but many of them we shall never see again antil we meet tbem 
at the bar of God. Some, we sappoae, have died from natural 
causes, others, alas I have perished at sea, labile others again, 
may never revisit this po: t. We know not whose names to re- 
tain or erase from tbe list of our sailor communicants. An 
ancient mariner, after an absence of 28 years, revisited the 
church to worship God and to return thanks for His preserva- 
tion of him in all bis wanderings round the globe. He remem- 
bered the pier where the church was moored and the Rev. Mr. 
Parker who officiated. 

Your migsionary has sorrowfully said adieu to the last American 
family who was connected with the Church of our Saviour, and 
he only knows of four families of native birth, who are now res- 
idents of the Seventh Ward. This ward is now inhabited almost 
exclusively by Polish Jews, Germans, and Irish Roman Catholics. 
The Right Rev'd the Assintant Bishop, visited the Floatiog 
Church on Sunday, April 26th and confirmed 17 persons, inclu- 
ding natives of Poland, Finland, Sweden, Germany, the East and 
West Indies. The Floating Church Temperance Society con- 
tinues to be a great and practical blessing to the men of the sea. 
While some have lapsed, hundreds have remained steadfast in 
their determination to steer clear of the intoxicating cup. We 
have ocular demonstration of the great utility of this Society. 
One of its members whom we had not seen in 12 years, recently 
entered the reading-room, a happy man and tbe possessor of a 
large sum of money which he had saved. Numerous letters 
have been received from foreign lands expressing the gratitude 
of the writers for the benefits they had received from their 
connection with the Church and its temperance society. 

The reading-room in the basement of the Mission HouFe, 34 
Pike Street, has been open every week day, afternoon and even- 
ing, throughout the year. It has afforded much ccmfort and 
mental refreshment to the thousands of seamen who have 
visited it. They have read, conversed, played checkers and 
written letters to their friends and fully appreciate the kindness 
which provided them wiih such a pleasant resort. 

The Sunday School is admirably conducted. There are 98 
teachers and scholars connected with it. Two members of the 
Guild have died. Their remains were decently interred. Several 
Beamen have been received into St. Luke's Hospital by the 
recommendation of the writer. They were kindly and skillfully 
treated. These men were not eligible for admission to the U. S. 
Marine Hospital, Stateu Island, not being citizens and not 
having paid the required dues. Your Missionary has frequently 
visited hospitals in New York and vicinity since last ITaster, 
ministering to the spiritual wants of the inmates. 

The Society's Home in Franklin Square, is a sure haven of 
refuge to the mariners who enter its hospitable doors. Kind treat- 
ment, excellent food, religious instruction, tender care if indis- 
posed, are the characteristics of this house.

They are also supplied with station- 
ery, free of charge. Frequently, the first thing a sailor does on 
entering the Reeling Room is to write to loved ones far away, 
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tnd thus conyej to them the cheering tidines of his safe arriyal 
in port. Often has your MiFsioDarj performed that service for 
them. Having the name and location of the Mission printed on 
the paper and envelopes is a great advantage. Not only does it 
serve to make the Mission known abroud, but it often he'ps rela- 
tives and friends to make inquiries after missing seamen and 
youths who have run away from home. Scarcely a week passes- 
that your Missionary does not receive a letter (rom some foreign 
country — chiefly Enf^land — making inquiry for some missing' 
sailor. It is no little comfort to those afflicted friends across the 
oce&n to hear from jour Missionary, although, in many cases, 
he is unable to give any satisfactory infoimation concerniDg 
those for whom inquiry is made. The Reading Room is doing a 
good work. It is a veiitable haven of rest for weary seamen, 
and a protection against the perils which ever beset the sailor in 
a populous city. It is to him a safeguard against the seas of 
temptation and the greater seas of vice, which, once he enters 
port, surround him on all sides. 

The Sunday School has been carried on as heretofore and has 
been the means of great good to the children of the jieighbor- 
hood. Some of the children come from the canal boats and tug 
boats that are moored near the Mission. They are very irregular 
in their attendance as these boats are constantly changing their 
location, but we are glad to have them attend and receive inntruc- 
tion if only for a single session. These children enjoy the 
Sunday School and are much pleas* d with the papers and cards 
which they receive, and are invariably respectful to their 
teachers. The principal obstacle encountered in this work is to 
find efficient Sunday School teachers. Comparatively few have 
a depire to go into a poor neighborhood to teach ihe illiterate 
and lowly, and very few have the nectspary qualifications. In 
this great city, ^here are noble examples of devotion and conse- 
cration to Christ and his service, men and women "who count 
not their lives dear unto themselves," but what are they among 
so many. What are they among the vast multitude who live in 
the lower wards of this great city, who have the worst ex- 
amples set them, and the impurest sentiments constantly 
uttered in their hearing. I have received valuable sARibtance 
in this work during the past year from Mr R. I). Whittle, a 
Christian gentleman of large experience and extended knowl- 
edge. He is at present the Superintendent of the School, and 
he is highly respected and appeciated for his loving labors and 
valuable instructions. I desire also to place on recoid my de- 
vout gratitude to others who have assi^ted me in this holy work, 
and who, at great sacrifice, have labored with me cheerfully and 
constantly. 

A special feature of this Mission is the temperance work. 
From our efforts in this cause much good has result* d ; many 
have been reformed and tome saved from a dr* nkard*s giave. 
During the year, 188 men signed the pledge. Some for a limited 
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p3riod, oiheTfl for life. The number of teamen throngboat the 
world wbo are total abstainers is very large. In the English navy 
the namber is compated at 10,000, and in the English merchant 
Berrice, 50,000 woald be a low estimate. Duringr the past year 
at the various mission stations of the Church of England, 42,887 
seamen signed the temperance pledge. This instrumentality, 
the world over, is doing a vast amount of |;ood. When a sailor 
becomes a total abstainer he is saved from many snares and vices 
into which he mi^ht otherwise fall, and instfmd of being a terror 
to the community, and a man to be shunned, he is an object of 
interest, and often capable of high moral and spiritual improve- 
ment. Many a sailor dates the beginning of his Christian life 
from the day he signed the temperance pledge, and some con- 
fess that this step led them to examine the claims of Christianity 
and to adopt its precepts. 

Another feature of this Mission, which has been a means of 
great good, is the distribution of religious literature. Books are 
given to seamen every Sunday after the second service. These 
books have proved most valuable helps to seamen. Some have 
so prized them on account of benefit derived from them, that 
they have kept them as treasures for years. Wisely has it been 
said, *'he who puts a good book into the hands of another is 
settinir in motion an influence the extent and duration of which 
cannot be estimated. A good book is a teacher that requires no 
outfit, no money for travelling expenses, no salary, is not afllected 
by climate, is never sick, and consequently, has no druggist's nor 
doctor's bills to pay, and by reason of age, experiences no dimin- 
ution of physical or mental activity. Books can go and stay 
where it is not possible for missionaries to live." This eulogy is 
by no means too highly drawn. Qood literature is an immense 
power, and must take rank next to the preaching of the Gospel, as 
a means for the evangelization of the world. Good books have 
comforte'd and cheered many a seaman as he climbed the moun- 
tains of the deep, and not unfrequently have they encouraged 
him to emulate others who, under like circumstances, have risen 
to eminence and great usefulness. They have often done more. 
They have often shown the seamen, as well as others, that in the 
sight of God th**y were great sinners and that they had a great 
Saviour, and often has this knowledL^e, by the Divine blessing, 
led to faith in Christ and the saving of the soul. Tbe means to 

Snrchase the books that have been given to seamen at this 
tation, have been contrij)uted by a member of this Board. To 
bim are due, and are hereby tendered, my sincerest thanks for 
this token of his unfailing kindness to that class whose home is 
on the mighty waters, and who. most of their life, by reason of 
their occupation, are debarred the privilege of hearing the Gospel 
preached. 

My best thanks are also tendered to those who have contri- 
buted papers and magazines for seamen, and to others who have 
enabled me, by their liberality, to relieve the wants and neces- 
Bities of poor widows and destitute children of seamen, boatmen 
and others.

POB THE YEAB ENDING EASTER. 1880. 



Evangelistic work amongsi the suilors and boatmen wIiom 
business and inclination draw them within the influence of the 
Idission, has been prosecuted with unvarying steadiness and 
singleness of purpose during the Missionary year which has 
just closed. All the means and instrumentalities which time 
and experience have approved for the moral and spiritual benefit 
of those who follow the waters for a livelihood, are in success 
ful^ operation. Never was the work of this station of the Sea- 
men^ Society in a more healthful or encouraging condition. All 
the religious services which were held in the open air and with- 
in doors were attended last year by large and generally devout and 
attentive congregations. The precepts and practices of the 
Gospel were urged upon all who were present, as far as the 
ability of the Missionary would allow, and manv were the grati- 
fying reports of the results of his work which lie received from 
time to time, from those who were present and participated in 
these services. 

The services which are held in the open air throughout the 
Summer and Fall, have always formed the most important and 
interesting: feature of the woik of this station of the Society. 
At the sixty services which were held on Pier 6, East River, 
last y«ar,, there was an aggregate attendance of nearly five thou- 
sand persons. Jt is safe to say that among this large number 
may be found men of every race and every quarter of the globe. 

The large majority, however, were English speaking Eeaipei)L 
and; bof^tiQen, aqd their families, who are drawn from tne ships,, 
canal: bipa^;,-an4 vf^rious other craiti^ M^^V^ ftro F^ ^!^ ^^^ com- 
merce of the port,/ /Those pot faiyiliar T^itt| this part of the pi^j;

character^ Q^.t^e audiences which assemble on tiie j;>i^r{at t]h.e 
out door- services., t^hey are in marked coi^trast to the i^eas en- 
tertained of a regular church congregation.' .. Many, of them 
turn out from the vepsels and come on to the pier without shoes 
or coat or vest, their pants rolled up to th^irknees, but it makes 
no matter. If neither naked nqr^c]p|hed7nif^ they don't livo^ 
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np to tbe fashions of societj. They adapt their costnmes to the 
temperatare of the weather, snpremely indifferent t'« the opinions 
which those of more rffioement and taste m ty form of their 
appearance. They often enjoy their pipe wliile following the 
missionary through the tract wliich we use in the service. Some- 
times a son of Neptune, top heavy from too much diink aboard, 
comes rolling along and wishes to be lieard and seen. He is gene- 
rally easily subdued, and if not induced to go on his way, sits 
down on the siring piece of the pier, or on one of tlio benches 
under the tent, and " takes tlie Gospel as he takes his liquor, 
without regard to form or ceremony." From this short state- 
ment we can easily imagine the character of the audience and 
the disturbance and interruption to whicli tbe Misi<ionary is often 
subjected in preaching the Gospel in the open air. Neverthe- 
less, he is free to say that these audiences on the whole, are 
orderly a'*d respectful, and show their appreciation of God's 
Word by the attention which they give to the reading and preach- 
ing of the samo. We endeavor to sow the seed beside all 
waters, and leave the results with Him who hath promised 
that His word shall not return unto Him void. 

The services which were held in doors every Sunday morning 
and afternoon since the out-door services were suspended late 
last Fall, were attended by unusually large congregations. The 
Mission Room was often crowded by sailors, boatmen and their 
families. On every such occasion, the presence and power of 
God's Spirit wa^ manifested by the looks and voices of men and 
women, and by the heartiness and sincerity with which they 
joined in the responses. This is the more remarkable when we 
consider that nearly all of them are unfamiliar with our form of 
Public Prayer, and that the idea of the worship of God as form- 
ulated by our church, is a thing outside of the theory and prac- 
tice of the denominations of Christians in which the i^reater num- 
ber of them were born and brought up. One thousand seven bun - 
dred of these people were present at the services during the time 
named. This is the largest number of attendants that has been 
reported for any similar period in the history of this station. It 
is devoutly to be wished, that it may be the earnest of a etill 
larger and more successful work in the future. Many of the 
vessels in which these people have their homes were moved 
away from the slip to other parts of the harbor to unload their 
cargoes or take freight aboard, but the change of location rarely 
prevented their attendance at the Mission-room on Sunday after- 
noon. Hoboken, Jersey City and Brooklyn were often repre- 
sented at the same time, by pious boatmen and their families. 
Thus, we see indisputable evidence of God's blessing on our 
work, the wisdom that devised the plan upon which it is carried 
out, and the sure and steady attachment of the hearers to our 
forms of worship. 

There were present at the informal services since last annual 
report eleven hundred persons, nearly all adults. These services 
are held in the mission-room on Sunday, Tuesday and Thursday 
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eyenlngfl, for eight months of the year; thej are well attended 
bj those who cannot conytinienti/ ^et away at other honrs of the 
day. Household and other duties detain them aboard the ships 
and boats, but in the evening whnn the day's work is endnl they 
are free, and wend their way to oar room to join with others, in 
Prayer and Praise to our common Father and God. When the 
meeting is dismissed they return to their homes feeling better in 
mind and body for the part they had taken, or the instruction 
which they received from the exliortations and the addresses de- 
livered by others. 

The Beadin;;-room was largely patronized since last annual 
report by sailors and boatmen At no time since it was opened 
has its ntilitr been so evident as in the past year. Over eleven 
thousand visits were made lo it within this time. Hundreds of 
letters were writtten by sailors and boatmen to relatives and 
friends in the United States and foreign countries. Everything 
that is needed to make it attractive, comfortable and instructive, 
has been supplied by the Board of Managers. It is well lighted 
and heated in winter. A library containing several hundred 
choice books, is open and free to all who have a desire for read- 
ing and study. Forty secular and religions journals are made 
the medium of imparting in formation and instruction upon every 
subject that is interesting to men's temporal and spiritual 
welfare. These papers are donated by the respective publishers 
of the daily and religious press, to whom we offer our sincere 
thanks for their liberality in contributing to this important part 
of our work. 

Services were held by the Missionary in his turn, in the New 
Sailors Home during the past year. There was always a large 
proportion of the bonrders present at the service, and a goodly 
number always joined in the singing. The Home affords a safe 
and secure retreat for the sailor after his long and perilous 
voyage. There is no other Sailor's Boarding- House in the city 
that can compare with it. Every inmate feels the influence of 
the religious atmosphere which surrounds him. Hundreds of 
men were housed and cared for last year, and not one of these 
suffered wronger robl>ery, as is of ten the case in Sailor's Boarding 
houses of the ordinary type. They have been watched over and 
advised to do always that which is best for their own welfare, 
and in the case of those who came to the home sick, they were 
attended to with the greatest care and tenderness until they re- 
covered, or were removed to the hospital. Many a poor sailor 
while battling with the winds and waves of the Atlantic, has 
been cheered by thn hipe of the rest and refreshment which 
ft wait him in the New Sailor*s Home, should he be spared to 
reach the Port of New York. 

The distribution of books on Sunday afternoon at the close of 
the service is another part of the work of this station which 
«hould not be overlooked. The annexed statistics will show the 
degree to which this is carried on. Nearly two thousand men.

The Board of Managers, in making this its forty- 
third annual accounting of the trust committed to it, 
would not only record the labors of the past year, but 
would bespeak more earnestly than ever before a larger 
interest on the part of the members and supporters of 
the Society in its affairs. 

The following reports of the Society's staff show the 
results of the year's work for the spiritual welfare of 
the seamen and boatmen, coming within reach of the 
Society's influence, so far as these results are visible 
to the eye of man ; but they cannot show what has 
been the effect of the Gospel message delivered Sun- 
day after Sunday at the four stations of the Society, 
to many who leaving this port never to return, carry 
with them to the ends of the world the earnest words 
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of our missionaries. These will only appear at the last 
day when we shall know even as we are known. 

The new buildings tor the North Elver Station will 
be completed during the Summer, and it is confidently 
expected that, from the perfect mission equipment 
there provided by the bequest mentioned in the last 
report, most favorable results will be realized. 

The Brooklyn work at the Erie Basin Station is no 
longer an experiment The services on Sunday after- 
noons during the winter have been provided largely 
by the rectors and assistant ministers of Brooklyn 
churches, who have willingly responded to the call of 
the committee upon them. Not only has this been of 
great service to the Society, but it has been the means 
of bringing to many of the clergy of the diocese of 
Long Island a knowledge of the work of the Board in 
Brooklyn. Owing to the increase of the attendance at 
this Station, and to the fact that it was without pas- 
toral supervision, the Board decided that it should be 
placed under the direction of one of the missionaries 
until such time as the income of the Society woulcj 
justify the engaging an additional chaplain, and to this 
end Mr. Maguire has taken up his residence in South 
Brooklyn, within easy reach of the station, and where, 
without interfering with his regular duties at Coenties 
Slip, he can respond to the calls made upon him for 
spiritual counsel and aid. 

The Home in Franklin Square, owned by the So- 
ciety, but through an arrangement of the Superintend- 
ent carried on without expense to the mission, is an 
important adjunct to the work. It not only provides 
a comfortable and safe refuge to the sailor when in 



port, but affords many opportunities for personal com- 
munication with its inmates which could not other- 
wise be had. 

The Board frankly states to the Society that its 
financial affairs are not in a satisfactory condition. 
Many of the old friends and supporters of the mission 
have died, some have removed, or from other causes 
withdrawn their subscriptions, and their places have 
not been filled. In 1873 the number of subscriptions 
was 207 ; in 1886 it had fallen to 75. These are 
mournful facts to record, but they must be met by the 
Society, and must be removed if it is proposed even 
to hold the ground already occupied. There are waste 
places lying at our very doors, and only waiting to be 
cultivated until the Society supplies us with the means 
to take up this fallow ground. We need a largely in- 
creased income ; $14,000 is absolutely necessary to 
properly carry on the work already undertaken, and a 
much larger sum could profitably be used. 

Death has taken from the Board two of its members 
during the past year, the Rt Rev. Horatio Potter, Pres- 
ident of the Society since 1861, and Mr. Henry E. 
Kummell, for more than forty years a member of the 
Board, and who for years has devoted a part of each 
Sunday to the work among sailors. He was one of 
the organizers of the Erie Basin Station, and a mem- 
ber of its Superintending Committee. 

The Board of Managers again thanks the various 
Societies who have so liberally contributed books and 
other publications to the Society. The distribution 
of religious literature among seamen and boatmen is a 
prominent feature of the Mission's work, and the re- 
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suits for good of such distribution cannot be over- 
estimated. 

In conclusion, the Managers wish to bear grateful 
testimony to the unflagging zeal and efficient work of 
the Society's staff : the Kev. Robert J. Walker, at the 
Floating Church of Our Saviour, the Rev. Thomas A. 
Hyland, at the Church of the Holy Comforter, the 
Rev. Isaac Maguire, at the Coenties Slip and Erie 13a- 
sin Stations, and Mr. Edward Rode, Superintendent 
of the Sailor's Home in Franklin Square, have given 
their undivided and faithful attention to the woik of 
the Mission.

ANNUAL REPORT 

OF THB 

MISSIONABY IN CHARGE OF THE FLOATING CHURCH 

OF OUR SAVIOUR, 

FOB THS YEAR ENDING EASTER, 1887. 



The attendance of seamen at the Floating Church has 
been larger during the past year than we had hoped for 
at its commencement, as nearly all the sea-faring men, 
who sojourn in the Homes and boarding-houses on the 
east side of the city, are Danes, Germans and Scandina- 
vians. An American sailor we rarely meet with, and 
all the great transatlantic steamships which visit this 
port, have their berths in the North River. Many sail- 
ing vessels that formerly moored above the bridge, now 
resort to the Brooklyn side of the river ; the facilities 
for discharging and receiving cargoes being much 
greater than on this side. There are now six places of 
worship for seamen in that section of the city, where 
the " Church of Our Saviour" is situated, and all within 
a few minutes' walk of each other. This church has by 
far the best attendance of sea-faring men at the Sun- 
day and week-day services, with the exception of the 
Mariners' Church, corner of Catherine and Madison 
Streets. Their increased attendance is owing to the 
employment of six lay visitors, three of whom are pious, 
intelligent females, who devote their whole time to the 
religious instruction of the men of the sea. With only 
one lay visitor to help your missionary, we are accom- 
plishing as much good as can be expected. While the 
attendance at the Church has been so satisfactory, 
our happiness has been increased, by observing the 
interest and devotion displayed by these toilers on 
the deep, to every part of the service. A vacant 
look is rarely seen. Nearly all who attend the Church 
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unite fervently in the devotional parts of the service, 
and listen earnestly to the discourse. And a goodly 
company of seamen have kneeled down at the chancel 
rails, with every appearance of sincerity, to partake of 
the Holy Sacrament. Our hearts have been made glad 
by the conversion of some who, for many years had led 
disreputable lives, but are now living epistles of Christ, 
"adorning the doctrine of God our Saviour in all things," 
and earnestly laboring to reform and save their former 
evil companions. The books which have been provided 
so liberally by a generous member of the Board, have 
contributed to the evangelization of seamen. They are 
read not only by the recipients but by their shipmates. 
At all times numerous copies of the Divine Record and 
religious publications are afloat in all parts of the navi- 
gable globe, and are performing an excellent work as 
silent preachers of the Gospel. We learn, occasionally, 
of the blessing that accompanies the perusal of these 
excellent volumes. 

"The Floating Church Temperance Society" continues 
its work of mercy, and is exercising a most beneficial 
influence over the minds and habits of hundreds of 
brave mariners. If all the details of its successes in 
winning men from vice to virtue were printed in a vol- 
ume, they might appear to be great exaggerations. But 
this we know, that hundreds of seamen have been res- 
cued from a state of misery and degradation and are now 
leading Christian lives, laboring earnestly to rescue 
others from that abyss in which they were once 
plunged. Many of these reformed inebriates are now 
trustworthy officers of ships, and two are masters of fine 
vessels, and all acknowledge with gratitude to God the 
manifold blessings which they have received by con- 
necting themselves with the church and its temperance 
society. Since the auspicious day, when the latter was 
founded in 1871, by Mr. Williams, the worthy sexton, 
5,939 persons have signed the pledge, and 5,779 of these 
were seamen. 

The reading room, at 34 Pike Street, has been visited 
by numerous sea-faring men — natives of many countries 
and speaking different languages. It has been to them 
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a place of refreshment and recuperation for mind and 
body. Reading, writing letters, playing innocent 
g&mes occupied their leisure hours, which, but for this 
room, would have been spent in places of a very differ- 
ent character. 

The Sunday School is in a prosperous condition, 
being admirably managed by a zealous member of the 
board, who has also greatly improved the music of the 
church by his kindly leading the choir and instructing 
them in singing. The sewing school for girls. It was 
a pleasing sight to witness on every Saturday morning, 
from the beginning of November to Easter, about sixty 
little maidens diligently plying their needles, being 
taught the useful accomplishment of making their own 
garments. Many of these children are the offspring of 
poor parents who had no opportunity of learning at 
home. This school is sustained by a kind Christian 
lady, the partner of the gentleman who has been for so 
many years the benefactor of the Floating Church. 

The New Sailors^ Some in Franklin Square, Your 
missionary has derived much gratification from his fre- 
quent visits to this well-managed house. He has 
always found it in perfect order and the seamen well 
conducted and well satisfied with their treatment. 
Some of the recent boarders have been heard blessing 
the kind Providence which had directed their footsteps 
to this Christian home. We are greatly indebted to 
the humane Superintendent of St. Luke's Hospital, for 
his admission to the wards of that noble institution 
numerous seamen who have been recommended to him, 
from time to time, by the writer of this report. These 
men were foreigners, and not having paid hospital dues, 
could not be received into the Government hospital, 
Staten Island. They have nearly all been restored to 
health, and are now pursuing their dangerous vocation 
on the deep, cherishing a grateful remembrance of the 
kind and skillful treatment they received while inmates 
of that hospice for diseased bodies and sin-sick souls.

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ANNUAL REPORT 

OF THE 

MISSIONARY IN CHARGE OF THE CHURCH OF THE 

HOLY COMFORTER. 



With a thankful heart I herewith submit my annual 
Report. God has been very good to us during the past 
year. Not only has your missionary been enabled by 
the Divine blessing to prosecute his labors without inter- 
mission, but he has been permitted to see many mani- 
festations of God's favor and power. There has been a 
marked increase in the number who have witnessed to 
the power of the grace of God upon their lives, and in 
the number who have signed the temperance pledge. 
It has also been a cause for thankfulness to see the in- 
fluence of the Mission on the lives of many who attend 
its services and availed themselves of its privileges. It 
has been the means not only of helping many a man to 
live a better life, but it has kept many from temptation 
and from falling into gross sin. However great may be 
a sailor's perils on the sea, his perils on land are greater. 
The sea-sharks that threaten Jack, are as nothing com- 
pared to the land-sharks that dog his heels when ashore. 
This Mission has rescued many from these harpies, and 
saved them from a greater deep than the depths of 
ocean. 

It is also a cause for devout gratitude that means 
have been provided, and the work already well under 
way, that is to give us greater facilities for usefulness 
among the sea-faring class. The new Church building 
will give us ample room to seat sailors conveniently, and 
to accommodate their friends. We have experienced 
great inconvenience in our present limited quarters, and 
many of the friends of seamen have stayed away rather 
than crowd out those for whom the services are especially 
maintained. The new church building, although not 
large, will afford ample room for all in this locality who 
desire to attend Divine service. The attendance of 
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seamen will in the future, as in the past, necessarily be 
very irregular, as there are no sailor boarding houses 
anywhere near the Mission, and very few on the West 
side of the City. The seamen who attend the Mission 
come chiefly from the English steamers lying at the 
piers adjacent, and as Saturday is a favorite day for 
sailing, few men, comparatively, are in port to attend 
services on the Lord's Day. But when there are a 
goodly number of steamers In port in the vicinity of the 
Mission, then there is a good attendance. The Thurs- 
day evening service affords an opportunity for seamen, 
who seldom or never are in port on Sunday, to hear the 
Gospel and to join in the worship of Almighty God. 

During no like period has your Missionary been per- 
mitted to witness so much interest in religious matters 
on the part of seamen. • There has been, perhaps, less 
of incident but more of interest. The good effects of 
the services are evident to all who attend the Mission, 
and it is visibly manifest that the worshippers are in 
earnest and expect to receive a blessing. The Mission 
has not merely been a light-house, guiding men aright 
and warning them of danger, but it has been a life-boat 
that has rescued many a sinking mariner from the seas 
of temptation and sin that have well nigh overwhelmed 
him. 

The Reading Room attached to this Mission is a 
veritable "Rest" for the sailor. Here he finds a rest- 
ing place, comfortable and homelike, with a good sup- 
ply of current literature, and writing materials, free of 
charge. Here is also provided checkers, dominoes and 
other innocent games, whereby he can spend a leisure 
hour with pleasure. This Reading Room is doing a 
vast amount of good, not only to the men who visit it 
but to their families abroad. It keeps men out of 
temptation, and places at their disposal facilities for 
corresponding with their families and friends. Thou- 
sands of letters are here written annually. It is esti- 
mated that over three thousand letters were written by 
seamen in this loom last year. This represents consider- 
able industry and faithfulness on the part of seamen, and 
brings abundance of love and cheer to those far away. 



Another feature of this work that has been greatly 
blessed of God, is the distribution of Christian litera- 
ture to seamen. Not only are they supplied with Bibles 
and Prayer Books, but also interesting story-books, 
which present Gospel truths in pleasant and attractive 
forms. These books are gratefully received and eagerly 
perused, not only by the men, but by their families. A 
Christian seaman who recently received a Bible at the 
Mission, said the first chapter he read was the eighth of 
Romans, and he noticed that in the first three verses of 
that chapter there was "no condemnation," and in the 
last five there was " no separation." These two thoughts 
filled his soul with joy, and he was thankful to God that 
kind friends had placed in his hands the Book of Life, 
with its words of peace and comfort. The books that 
have been distributed in this Mission for many years 
have been the gift of a member of this Board. By this 
act of unfailing kindness to sailors, he has not only 
shown his sympathy for them, but he has been the 
means of adding greatly to their happiness, and many, 
through this instrumentality, have been turned from 
vice to virtue, and from the path of sin to the path of 
holiness. The loving thoughtfulness of this generous 
donor has the best thanks of your Missionary, and the 
thanks of thousands of seamen who have sailed away to 
every quarter of tJie globe. 

I desire also to thank those who have taken the trouble 
to collect discarded papers and magazines, and send 
them to the Mission for the use of seamen. About five 
hundred packages of such literature have been given to 
sailors during the past year. These papers are much 
appreciated, and afford great pleasure to seamen when 
on the deep. 

The work^of the Sunday School has been prosecuted 
with faithful diligence. The Superintendent is a most 
faithful Christian worker, and gives his time and energy 
cheerfully for the Master's sake. A great deal might 
be said of the importance of this work, but as all Chris- 
tian philanthropists know that the hope of the Church 
and the world is the proper moral training of the young, 
it is unnecessary for me to enlarge on this point. I de- 
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sire, however, to say that this school, situated as it is 
among the poor and lowly, is doing a vast amount of 
good, and I can, with confidence, say that it has been 
owned and blessed of God. We experience, like others 
in similar localities, great difficulty in finding suitable 
teachers, yet we bless God we have been able to carry 
on this work so far without serious inconvenience or 
embarrassment from this cause.

COENTlES SLIP STATION. 



The missionary of the Coenties Slip Station of the 
Society, in presenting his annual report of the work 
and its progress in his field of labor, finds many reasons 
for unfeigned gratitude to the great Head of the Church 
for the large blessings and numerous tokens of Divine 
favor and approval which attended his labors through- 
out the year which has just closed. Never before since 
he had the honor of being connected with the Board of 
Managers has it been his privilege to experience more 
unalloyed satisfaction and encouragement in the prose- 
cution of his duties among all estates and conditions of 
men ; and never before to the same degree were the 
comforts and consolations which were carried to the sick 
and suffering more gratefully received. His visits 
amongst the careless and backsliding, and his efforts to 
improve and elevate that class of the community to 
which he is specially sent, were highly appreciated by 
those with whom he came in contact. In remote parts 
of the port, and at a distance from the station truly sur- 
prising and unexpected, his services have been earnestly 
sought ; and his counsels and presence have been many 
times requested for direction and instruction in families 
supposed to be out of svmpathy with his work and 
hostile to his person. Access to make known the 
Gospel has been afforded in spheres he thought closed 
to the missionary, and opportunities for applying truth, 
and arousing the conscience were never so numerous 
and so promising with results. The outlook is bright ; 
the conditions for enlarged success good. May Divine 
wisdom, direction and strength be vouchsafed for the 
attainment of highest and most enduring happiness. 

The out-door work of the Station has been conducted 
on the same quiet and steady basis as in past years, and 
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the earnest and laborious efforts of your missionary to 
influence the open-air congregations by eternal and un- 
changing truth, have been productive of results most 
encouraging and fruitful. Many are the cases that 
come to his knowledge in his constant rounds of visita- 
tion, of reformation and conversion resulting from his 
feeble efforts to recover men from the ways of vice and 
death, which are renewed proofs to himself of the power 
of the gospel and an incentive to greater and more 
earnest zeal to preserve in the work of the Master. Con- 
sidering the class of people that form his audiences 
from week to week, under the canvas tent, by the sound 
of the surging waters, he is more than satisfied by their 
attention, manners and decorum. Filled as the lower 
part of the city is with a community of varied national- 
ities, religious creeds, social and moral elements antag- 
onistic to evangelistic efforts and church ordinances, he 
is glad and bound to 'acknowledge that his open-air 
congregations are respectful and courteous, and that the 
services and person of the missionary are held in high 
estimation by the inhabitants. Though no part of the 
civilized world presents a more difficult and inauspicious 
field for missionary labor and produces possibly less re- 
sults for toils expended than the neighborhood of the 
Battery, your missionary has ground for believing that 
his work has been blessed to the conversion and salva- 
tion of many immortal souls, and that the sum total of 
his work at the great day when everything shall be 
manifested, will be equal to the harvest of many of his 
brethren in more favored fields. This may chiefly be 
ascribed to his knowledge of and familiarity with the 
people, arising from a long residence among them. 

In reporting on the services held in the Mission 
Room, there is only reason for constant rejoicing. 
The average size of the congregation during last win- 
ter was good. The responses were very often heartily 
rendered and all the services most thoroughly enjoyed. 
God has been doing great things for us. Why should 
we not be glad ? Never were our gatherings favored 
by so many signal proofs of the presence and power of 
God's spirit, and the history of the Station does not 
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contain the record of so many conversions in any 
season as took place under the labors of the Missionary 
during last year. Verily the seed sown in years gone 
by is bearing fruit, and the rich abundant harvest of the 
Winter, gathered in during the inclement weather, has 
rewarded our early difficulties and discouragements. 

The Station was visited on the 27th of last June, by 
the Bishop of the Diocese, and in words appropriate 
and earnest, standing on the pier, he addressed the 
open-air congregation, made up of men of t]^ sea, 
bargemen, boatmen and their families. It was a marked 
epoch in the history of the Station, for the Bishop of 
New York to preach to such a congregation in such 
surroundings, and an event in the experience of those 
who heard him that will dissipate their prejudices con- 
cerning our Church and modify their feelings concerning 
aristocratic churches.

COMMITTEE IN CHARGE OF STATION AT ERIE BASIN, 

BROOKLYN. 

FOR THE YEAR ENDING EASTER, 1887. 



In giving a report of the first complete year's work 
of the Brooklyn Mission, at Erie Basin, your Commit- 
tee having oversight of the Station would acknowledge 
with profound gratitude their thankfulness to Almighty 
God for the large success and great encouragement of 
the operations of our Society at this most promising 
and important centre. Though youngest of all our 
stations, it has already made evident to all zealous for 
the extension of the Church, for the welfare of the 
large and constantly increasing population engaged in 
the shipping interests of Brooklyn, the crying and im- 
perative need for its establishment. It has within one 
year or more grown to such magnitude that the large 
worship room has often been crowded by sailors, boat- 
men and a few others. It has extended its influence 
to so wide a circle that it is become a worthy peer and 
rival of the older stations in the sphere and effect of 
its labors and ministrations among the classes for whom 
they are designed. 

The church of Long Island and the clergy of Brook- 
lyn are earnestly requested to familiarize themselves 
with the work of this station, for to them it appeals 
with peculiar emphasis, both for aid and sympathy. 
From small beginnings, with feeble support, it has pros- 
pered most remarkably and has manifested beyond all 
controversy the wisdom of the Board of Managers in 
the selection of its location, making this Bethel a very . 
house of God for the vast crowds of men and women 
who live the whole year round on their vessels and 
boats, making a city on the sea surrounding Red Hook. 

Serious fears were entertained for some time by the 



Committee concerning the continuance of the work at 
this Station, arising from lack of funds to defray ex- 
penses. With the present flourishing state of the 
Mission, which can be no longer considered on trial, 
for it is an assured success, your Committee would not 
be justified in withdrawing the blessed and benign in- 
fluence of the Society from this extensive field, with its 
many possibilities and conditions of usefulness for the 
' amelioration and salvation of our seamen and boatmen. 

The church of Brooklyn must take up this work 
earnestly and energetically. It is their work. For its 
support and progress they are responsible. It is 
planted in their midst. Upon their liberality it has 
claims, and around it their fostering arms must be 
placed that it may grow to the full maturity of its 
blessedness upon present and future generations. 

The following suggestions were written out by a 
most faithful member of our Committee, and express 
the feelings of all the members. 

** The Society's decision to continue the work at this 
point has resulted in still further evidence of its im- 
portance. The past Winter has been one of special in- 
terest here, the number of vessels moored in the 
vicinity being greater than ever. It is evident that in 
no direction could our efforts in the prosecution of the 
work be better employed, and were it within our ability 
the services of a faithful missionary, whose entire time 
might be devoted to the work in conjunction with the 
eflScient Colporteur now employed, would develop re- 
sults as gratifying as that of any station in the Society's 
field. To accomplish this, the long cherished hope of 
substantial assistance from the Diocese of Long Island 
must be realized. Now we are compelled to resort to 
the occasional ministrations of the clergy of Brooklyn 
and elsewhere, who have so kindly and efficiently aided 
us. The interest thus manifested by the clergy is none 
the less appreciated, but they themselves will agree 
that in order to prosecute the work thoroughly, the 
constant presence of a clergyman, Sunday as well as 
week-day, who these men of the sea shall realize as 
peculiarly their own, is indispensible. 
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" Again the services should be more frequent, two or 
three on each Sunday, with as many more during the 
week, being the least that we should have. The other 
branches of the work, such as visitations of the sick, 
and burial of the dead are provided for by the mission- 
ary in charge of the out-door station at Coenties Slip, 
New York, We must not relinquish this field, nor 
must we do it by halves, therefore our great depend- 
ence is upon those who will be induced for the sake of 
the work itself to come forward and support it. We 
need for this purpose at least 12,500 per annum." 

The Superintending Committee cannot close its re- 
port without referring to the death of their esteemed 
<5o-laborer, the devoted and faithful friend of the Society, 
the late Mr. Henry E. Kummel. His departure from 
the church to which he was lovingly and intelligently 
attached, has created a void in the ranks of the Board 
not easily filled, and a loss to the Erie Basin Station in 
particular that can hardly be estimated to its full ex- 
extent. His deep interest and arduous labors in the 
establishment of our society in Brooklyn, his unwearied 
exertions and constant presence at the services of the 
Station, are worthy of all praise. May a kind Provi- 
dence raise up many such friends for this Station.

The Fobty-Foubth Annual Meeting of the Society- 
was held April 2, 1888, being Monday, in Easter week, 
in the Sunday School Room of Trinity Chapel, E. M. 
Duncan, Esq., Vice-President, in the Chair. The 
Annual Reports of the Board of Managers, of the 
Treasurer, and of the Missionaries of the Society were 
presented and accepted, and ordered to be published. 

After full consideration by the members and with 
the concurrence and fully expressed desires of the 
Ecclesiastical Authorities of New York and Long 
Island, it was decided to separate the work, and the 
Brooklyn Mission Station was accordingly committed 
to the Diocese of Long Island, and the work of this 
Society confined to the Diocese of New York. 

Afterwards the Officers and Managers for the ensuing 
year were chosen. 

The time for holding the Anniversary Services of the 
Society was referred to the new Board of Managers.

It is with gratitude to our Heavenly Father that 
the Board of Managers present this their Forty-fourth 
Annual Report The patrons and friends of the 
Society will rejoice to know that never in its long 
history has it done so much for the seafaring class, 
and never has its labor of love been more potent for 
good. The work of the Society is prospering all 
" along the line " ; especially is this true of the work 
in Brooklyn, which was inaugurated about two years 
ago as a very doubtful experiment. The work there 
has grown steadily from the beginning, until now at 
times the room is too small for the congregation. 
This is largely owing to its very suitable location, 
close by the Erie Basin ; and also to the persevering 
efforts of the colporteur, who labors in season and out 
of season to bring men to the Mission. His lot is a 
hard one, and any person who sees him going hither 
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and thither on his errand of love cannot but admire 
his Christian zeal. Mr. A. Journeay, a member of 
this Board, has also stood by this work with singular 
zeal and patience. Sunday after Sunday, from love 
to the Master and sympathy for the sailor, he has 
wended his way, through fair weather and foul, to 
stand by the missionary and to help the colporteur, 
and to do everything in his power for the prosperity 
of the work. Mr. B. T. Van Nostrand, another 
member of the Board, and a grandson of the saintly 
Kummel, has also been a valuable co-worker at this 
station. For this Mission there is a hopeful future. 

The other and older stations of the Board have 
shared a like prosperity. The Church of Oar Saviour, 
under the charge of the Rev. Robert J. Walker, is 
doing an admirable work, and is holding its own, not- 
withstanding the increasing years of its beloved and 
revered Pastor. He is one of the oldest presbyters in 
the diocese, and perhaps has been a church missionary 
to seamen for a longer period than any man living. 
Last spring, through the liberality of the Board, he 
was granted three months* leave of absence. This 
enabled him to spend the summer abroad, and when 
he returned to his work in the early fall he was much 
restored in body and mind. The Board have recently 
voted him a lay assistant, who reads the greater por- 
tion of the service for him on each Lord's Day. 

The station at Coenties Slip, under the charge of 
the Rev. Isaac Maguire, has had a remarkable degree 
of prosperity during the past twelve months. Never 
have such large congregations assembled to hear the 
"Word of God, The Holy Spirit seems to be working 



with unusual power on the seamen and boatmen in 
this locality. They seem to be hungering for the 
Bread of Life. The increased attendance at this 
station has decided the Board to enlarge the seating 
capacity of the room in which the services are held. 
The missionary holds open-air services during the 
summer months, when large numbers of boatmen 
listen to his earnest and thoughtful words. 

The station on the North River, known as the 
Church of the Holy Comforter for Sailors, under the 
charge of the Rev. T. A. Hyland, continues its good 
work with the usual interest. The work here is 
principally among the crews of the English and 
French steamers. There are but few ships and canal 
boats in the vicinity. A new church building has 
just been erected for this Mission, and was consecrated 
by the Bishop of the Diocese on the 18th of March.* 

This church and the parsonage adjoining were 
erected by the munificent legacy to the society by the 
late William H. Vanderbilt. The tasteful structures 
reflect great credit on the architect, Mr. Charles C. 
Haight, of this city. This Church, with the Mission- 
ary's residence adjoining on the east, and the Reading 
Room and sexton's quarters adjoining on the west, 
form a very complete establishment of its kind, All 
that the Mission now needs to make its work perma- 
nent is an endowment. This would lift a very serious 
burden from the shoulders of the Board of Managers, 
and greatly aid them in extending their work in

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Other portions of this great and rapidly growing city. 
The New Sailor's Home continues its good work as 
in the past It is under the management of a Chris- 
tion layman, who is deeply interested in the spiritual 
and temporal welfare of seamen, and who carries on 
the work so that the Board is relieved from any 
financial responsibility. This ** Home "has been fa- 
vored with a fair share of prosperity, and has been a 
great comfort and a blessed hospice to thousands of 
seamen while detained in port seeking a vessel on 
which to engage. 

To each of these Mission stations there is attached 
a Reading Room, which is well supplied with papers 
and magazines. Writing material is also furnished 
without charge. More than 80,000 visits have been 
made to the Reading Rooms during the year. The 
good that this represents can better be imagined than 
described. Thousands by this instrumentality have 
been kept from temptation, strengthened and encour- 
aged by contact with Missionaries and Colporteurs, 
furnished with many of the comforts of a home, and 
enabled to write to loved ones far away. 

s 

It is, however, our unpleasant duty to state that 
though these Missions and Reading Rooms are doing 
such a vast amount of admirable and very important 
work among a most deserving class, yet the Society 
is not duly seconded in its efforts by the contributions 
of the Chuich at large. Its receipts fall far short of 
its expenses. This is mainly owing to the fact that 
the work of the Society has been extending, while the 
contributors have gradually decreased by death and 
other causes, and no special efforts made to supply their 



places. Belieyiog that the inadequate iacome is not 
owing to any lack of sympathy for the work, or a due 
appreciation of its importance, the Board elected one 
of its number its financial secretary to bring to the 
notice of the Churches, and to the public in general, 
the claims of the work. 

We recently lost from our ranks by death our 
highly valued friend and associate, A. F. Warburton. 
He was for many years a member of the Board of 
Managers and an ardent friend of seamen. His wise 
counsel, and gentle, loving manner always won for 
him the attention of the members at their monthly 
meetings. He ever manifested the deepest interest in 
the work of the different stations, and often was a 
visitor at the out-door services. The Master called 
him home suddenly, and all were startled by the an- 
nouncement of his death. We deeply mourn his loss, 
and bless God for his good example and fervent zeal 
in the cause of Missions among the seafaring class. 

The Board of Managers desire, before closing this 
report, to tender their best thanks to the diflferent pub- 
lishing houses in this city that have donated Bibles, 
prayer books, etc., for the use of the several Stations 
of the Society. 

Fuller details of the work will be found in the Reports 
of the Missionaries printed on the pages following.

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ANNUAL REPORT 

OF THE 

MISSIONARY IN CHARGE OF THE FLOATING CHCJRCH 

OF OUR SAVIOUR, 

FOR THE YBAR ENDING EASTER, 1888. 



The " Church of Our Saviour," at the foot of Pike 
Street, continues in charge of the Rev. R. J. Walker, 
who for nearly sixteen years has conducted the services 
in that building. Previously he had officiated for four- 
teen years at the Coenties Slip Station, making nearly 
thirty years of faithful labor in the service of the board. 

The attendance of seamen at the Floating Church 
during the past year has been nearly the same as in the 
previous one, but there has been an increase in the 
attendance of sea-faring men at the temperance meet- 
ings and week-day services. With few exceptions the 
sailors who lodge at the Homes and Boarding Houses 
on the east side of the city are natives of continental 
Europe and understand our language but imperfectly. 
An American sailor is rarely met with, and only a few 
English vessels have their berths in the East River on 
the New York side. Consequently the " Church of Our 
Saviour" labors under a serious disadvantage in this 
and in other respects. There are now six places of 
worship in the same vicinity where seamen are invited 
to attend on each Lord's Day, and the Floating Church 
can only get its proportion of them. During the past 
year many sea-faring men have been religiously im- 
pressed by their attendance at the "Church of Our 
Saviour." With some these impressions have been 
evanescent, while with others they have been per- 
manent. These latter are now walking in the fear of 
God, and by their devout walk and conversation benefit 
their shipmates. 

The reading-room in the basement of the Mission 
House, 34 Pike Street, has been favored with an un- 
usually large number of visitors during the past year. 
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Natives of nearly every maratime country have fre- 
quented it. Reading, writing letters to friends, con- 
versation, playing harmless games have occupied the 
time vrhich might otherwise have been spent in a very 
unprofitable manner. The temperance meetings held 
on the evening of each Wednesday have been produc- 
tive of great good. The results for the past year were 
most satisfactory. We have occasionally seen fifty or 
more seamen present on the same occasion, giving or 
receiving good by the interesting narratives of reformed 
inebriates. Since the auspicious day when the Floating 
Church Temperance Society was founded, no less than 
6,184 persons have taken the pledge, and 5,873 of these 
were seamen. 

The Sunday School has increased during the past 
year, and is conducted with great ability by a member 
of the board, who with great kindness and self-denial 
comes from a distant part of the city to superintend it 
and to instruct the teachers in their duties. The Sew- 
ing School has also accomplished much good. Seventy- 
four little girls have been taught the useful accomplish- 
ment of making their own garments, which knowledge 
many of them could not have acquired at home. The 
Society's Home, 338 Pearl Street, has been successfully 
conducted. The number of seamen who have sojourned 
there has been greater than in previous years. It is 
highly appreciated by the men of the sea, and is grow- 
ing in favor with them. Everything is done by the 
truly devout superintendent to advance the spiritual 
and temporal interests of his boarders. 

On Sexagesima Sunday seventeen persons were con- 
firmed in the Floating Church by the Bishop of the 
diocese.

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ANNUAL REPORT 

OF THX 

MISSIONARY IN CHARGE OF THE CHURCH OF THE 
HOLY COMFORTER FOR SAILORS, 

FOR THB TBAR EKDINO EASTEB, 1888. 



The work of this station during the past year has 
been prosecuted with faithfulness and diligence. It has 
been the constant aim of your Missionary to do all in 
his power for the temporal and spiritual welfare of sea- 
men. This has been in a large measure a work of faith 
— "casting bread upon the water," in the hope of 
" finding it after many days." 

The attendance at public worship has been much the 
same as in former years. This is better than could be 
expected, when it is remembered that four other re- 
ligious bodies have entered this field within the year; 
three of them permanently. The other held services on 
the pier in front of the Chapel during the summer 
months. These have divided the church-going element, 
and hence have kept many from the Mission. The 
Thursday evening services have afforded seamen, who 
are seldom or ever in port on Sunday, an opportunity ta 
attend Divine worship. Many have availed themselves 
of this privilege, and have thanked God for the thought- 
ful kindness of those Christian friends who have pro- 
vided such a place of worship for them. 

The temperance work has been urged as formerly 
with very gratifying results. A large proportion of 
those who signed the pledge were evidently very sin- 
cere, and to my own knowledge many have kept their 
vows. A woman writing to me from Liverpool, Eng- 
land, says: "I desire to thank you from the bottom of 
my heart for inducing my boy to sign the temperance: 
pledge. I have eleven children — all boys. My husband 
died a year ago last August." Similar sentiments of 
gratitude are frequently received. They afford unmis* 
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takable evidence that great good is accomplished 
through this instrumentabty. 

The Reading Room is doing a truly remarkable work. 
Sixteen thousand four hundred and nfty-four visits were 
made to it during the year. It is often difficult to 
accommodate with seats all who eome. 

It is an unmistakable evidence of the usefulness of this 
Reading Room that thousands of letters are here writ- 
ten and received by sailors annually. 

On the 27th of last November I officiated at the fu- 
neral of Charles Hernberg^ who was for thirty-eight 
years the sexton of the Church of the Holy Comforter, 
and for the past four years had been retired on half 
pay, owing to the infirmities of age. I was assisted in 
this service by the Rev. Isaac Maguire, the Missionary at 
the Coenties Slip Station. Mr. Hernberg was one of 
the most faithful and conscientious of men, ever at his 
post of duty, doing all in his power for the welfare of 
the Mission. He was a most devout man; childlike in 
simplicity, strong in faith and love to the Master. 
During the last few years of his life he was ready 
and anxious to depart and be with Christ. He was 
highly respected by all connected with the Mission, 
and especially by the older members of the Board of 
Managers, several of whom attended his funeraL 

The Sunday School has continued its efforts as in the 
past. We have about the same number of children as 
last year, and an efficient corps of teachers. The su- 
perintendent is a devout and energetic layman, whose 
heart is in the work, and who loves to do good for the 
Master's sake. Every child in the Sunday School is 
baptized, and several are ready to be confirmed. A 
sewing school for girls in connection with the Mission 
would be the means of much good. Many of the chil- 
dren of the Sunday School, who cannot be taught sew- 
ing at home, would be glad of instruction in this useful 
art. 

Bibles, prayer books, and other religious books have 
been given to seamen as in former years. These boolqi, 
donated by a member of the Board, to whom I desire to 
return my best thanks, are the means of much good.

and are often treasured bj seamen for years. I heard 
not long since of a sailor living in Liverpool who has 
several books that were given to him in the Mission 
twenty-five years ago, and his son, who is a sailor, told 
me he knew of the Mission long before he ever saw it, 
for he heard his father speak about it, and saw the 
stamp of the Mission in his father's books. There is so 
much bad literature spread broadcast that its influence 
is to be counteracted by sending forth a better and 
healthier kind. 

I desire also to return hearty thanks to the many 
friends who have remembered the sailor by sending pa- 
pers and magazines to the Reading Room. A large 
quantity of such literature can be used profitably. 

I have frequently visited the New Sailors' Home in 
Pearl Street, and held religious services. These labors 
are highly appreciated, and are often productive of 
happy results. The superintendent of the Home has a 
remarkable influence for good over the men, and his 
efforts are untiring for their welfare.

TO BA6TER, 1888. 



Your missionary, in laying before the Board of 
Managers his annual report, desires to place on record 
his deep sense of gratitude to God for the many un- 
mistakable tokens of success and encouragement with 
which he has been favored during the year ; his sincere 
thanks to the many friends of the Society who in various 
ways helped him in his efforts to further the cause and 
kingdom of Christ among the large population of boat- 
men and seamen found in our port ; and his hearty ap- 
preciation of the sympathy, kindness, consideration and 
co-operation of the members of the Board of Managers 
whenever they visited the station and were appealed to 
on any matter pertaining to its well being and success- 
ful management. 

In all departments of the work, the year marked 
decided evidences of progress and has abounded with 
results most satisfactory and joyous to the friends and 
patrons of the Society. Through the goodness of God 
the missionary has been enabled to conduct all the 
services without a single break during the period, with 
one exception, and he has found his highest happiness 
in the daily efforts to have men understand the solemn 
realities of the world to come, many of which he knows 
have been blessed of God to the salvation of souls. 
Never before have the numbers of boatmen and seamen 
regularly attending the services been so large, and 
lately the congregations have grown in dimensions 
beyond the capacity of our accommodations. The 
punctuality and regularity, the order, decorum and 
devoutness of our assemblies are worthy of highest 
praise, and are a subjept of thanksgiving when con- 
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trasted with past experienoes. The ministrations of 
the missionary and tne sacraments of the Church are 
sought after with great earnestness, not only by the 
boatmen and seamen who have special claims upon our 
services, but by many in the neighborhood who have 
learned to understand and value the offices of the 
Church. 

The out-door services of the station were conducted 
during the summer months with the same regularity 
and success as in former years. Notwithstanding the 
many excursions passing up and down the river, which 
are a cause of disquietude to our services and distract 
the attention of the audiences, the congregation on 
the pier keep up their usual size and good conduct. 
As the crowds increase from year to year who make 
Sunday a holiday, and as the locality of the Batteiy 
becomes more and more a place of rendezvous for the 
going and coming from pleasure trips, services on the 
pier will be continued under many disadvantages and 
against tendencies opposed to the peacefulness and 
reverence becoming the worship of Almighty God. 

It has been found necessary to enlarge the capacity 
of the mission room by about twenty-five per cent, in 
order to accommodate the increasing numbers of those 
attending these services. 

The informal services held on Sunday, Tuesday and 
Thursday evenings have been marked by the same 
happy results which attended them in former years. 

Bibles, Testaments, prayer-books, and other books of 
a moral and religious character^ were regularly distrib- 
uted to the boatmen and seamen on Sunday aiternoons 
at the close of the service. Many are the pleasing 
incidents that come to the knowledge of the missionary 
from the perusal of these books, and their effects upon 
the minds of the recipients are sufficient to compensate 
the Society for their cost. In the winter season, when 
1:)oats are laid up in the docks and basins of the Harbor, 
the boatmen and their families have control of their 
time, and at that season the books become an unfailinir 
source of instruction and comfort. ^ 

The reading-room, with its supply of books, papers 
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and writing materials, is a great benefit and convenience 
to the sailors and boatmen who resort to this part of 
the city. Thousands of these men have been constant 
visitors during the past winter, and hundreds of letters 
have been written by them to their friends and relatives 
in various parts of the world.

As to-day closes the forty-fifth year of the Society's 
existence, it becomes our duty to give an account of its 
operations during the past twelve months. 

A just understanding of its usefulness can scarcely be 
attained without personal visits to the chapels, the 
Mission, and the Home for Sailors. During these many 
years the work has been carried on unobtrusively, but 
instant in season and out of season in the effort to 
elevate the condition of a class of men, whose entire 
separation from the restraints of social and domestic 
ties leaves them exposed to varied temptations. To 
counteract these dangers a comfortable home is pro- 
vided where they are guarded from evil influences, they 
are counselled, are ministered to in sickness, and are 
provided with opportunities of public worship, and for 
mental improvement. The avidity with which these 
opportunities are sought after by the men of the sea, 
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shows how much they are needed and appreciated ; and 
the access to the reading-rooms is so easy, and the men 
are made so welcome, that in the words of a Captain of 
one of our most popular steamships, " It is turning Jack 
from a sot to a self-respecting man." 

A perusal of the interesting reports of our Mission- 
aries will show an amount of good accomplished which 
is very encouraging, and although it was thought wise at 
the beginning of the year to yield the care of the Brook- 
lyn station to the ecclesiastical authorities of the Diocese 
of Long Island, yet the increase in our work at our other 
stations makes the record of the past year fully equal to 
its predecessors. 

There has been no change in the personel of the 
Society's Missionaries. The Reverend Messrs. Walker, 
Hyland and Maguire, all tried, faithful and earnest 
workers have charge* of the respective stations. The 
Board have endeavored to extend their operations by a 
careful and thorough visitation of the vessels in port, 
and of the various seamea's boarding houses, and in- 
creased attendance and larger interest has been the result. 

To no class of people are the ministrations of tbe So- 
ciety more acceptable than the boatmen and their families, 
who frequent the Coenties Slip Mission. This class of 
people live on their boats the year round. Here their 
children are born and reared, and from them they pass 
to their long rest. The influence of the Mission upon 
these lives has been most excellent, and they now look for- 
ward to a Sunday in New York as a bright spot in their 
monotonous existence, and from a lawless, immoral and 
reckless class, they have largely become self-respecting 
and thrifty men and women, anxious to have their chil- 
dren brought under good influences, and instructed in the 
truths of God's word.' The good thus accomplished has 



been felt along the whole lines of the canals of this State. 
A new Mission room, more commodious and better 
adapted to our wants, is now in preparation at No. 21 
Coenti«s Slip, and we hope to occupy it in the course of 
a few weeks. 

The death during the past year of the venerable 
Rev. Wm. F. Morgan, D.D., one of our Senior Vice- 
Presidents, removed from us one . who always showed 
great interest in the work of the Society, and did much 
to promote its interests. He had been identified with 
the Society for over fifteen years. 

During the past year one of our most useful and zeal- 
ous managers, Mr. D. S. Riddle, whose connection with 
the Board began in 1874, has entered into rest ; Messrs. 
Charles T. Wing and Henry P. Marshall, members of 
the Board, also deceased during the year. 

The " New Sailors' Home " continues to exercise a 
a most excellent influence upon Seamen. No less than 
750 men sought its hospitable shelter during the last year, 
among them men of almost every nationality. As an 
evidence of their faith in the Society, they entrusted to 
it during their stay at the Home the large sum of 
$19,351.95, which was either returned to them on leav- 
ing, sent to their friends or deposited in savings banks 
at their request. 

A great city of course offers great opportunities, and 
when it is remembered that these four important stations 
are carried on at an expense of only 112,000 a year, and 
which we may add it has taxed the energies of the Board 
of Managers to provide, it can readily be seen how much 
more could be done if larger means were placed at its 
disposal. It is the Lord's work among the class from 
whom he took his first disciples to make them " fishers 
of men," and in a community which owes its prosperity 
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and pre-eminence so largely to its commercial marine 
we ought never to appeal in vain for means to carry on 
so blessed a work. 

We cannot close our report without a most heartfelt 
expression of thanks for the noble response that was 
given by the churches of this diocese to the Society's 
appeal for help during the past year, in a period when, 
through no fault of its own, it suffered a great calamity. 
It showed us that the Church was not unmindful of our 
** work and labor in the Lord," and gave us courage to 
continue it with renewed zeal.

MISSIONARY IN CHARGE OF THE "FLOAT- 
ING CHURCH OF OUR SAVIOUR/' 

FOR THE YEAR ENDING EASTER, 1889. 



The attendance of seamen at the various services 
which have been held during the last twelve months at 
the Floating Church, the Mission House, 34 Pike Street, 
and the New Sailor's Home, Franklin Square, has been 
about the same as in the previous year. Nearly every 
maritime country on the face of the globe has been re- 
presented at these services. Natives of Siam, Asiatic 
Siberia and the West Indies have sat in company with 
sailors from every kingdom of Europe, in the little 
church which rises and falls with each advancing, and 
receding tide — a church unique in its aspect and ar- 
rangements. Nearly all the seamen who attend its ser- 
vices are foreigners. An American sailor is seldom seen 
within its hallowed precincts, and only a very limited 
number of Englishmen. During the short space of five 
weeks testaments and books in thirteen languages were 
distributed, and some of the visitors — from far-off lands 
— have departed mournfully, without a line in their 
mother tongue to console them, as no books or testa- 
ments could be procured in this city which were intelli- 
gible to them. A large proportion of the seamen who 
attend our services have only a very partial acquaint- 
ance with our vernacular, and some of them cannot even 
comprehend a word of the strange sounds which fall 
upon their ears, but they realize that they are in their 
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Father's house, and they all entertain the hope that His 
Word will be placed in their hands at the conclusion of 
the service. Pity it is that any of them should be disap- 
pointed and sent empty away. It is surprising that their 
patience is not exhausted before the conclusion of our 
long morning service, but the attractive music helps to 
raise their drooping spirits, and a kind word or a shake 
of the hand after service assures them that we are friends 
and brethren. A very earnest Christian, who at one 
period of his life was a dissolute seaman, but who was 
mercifully converted, baptized and confirmed in the 
Floating Church, has recently departed this life in a 
happy and triumphant manner. Just before he closed 
his eyes forever on these earthly scenes he requested 
that the hymn, commencing with " Jesus, lover of my 
soul '* should be sung. His last words were, ** Jesus will 
now have my soul." 

** The Floating Church Temperance Society " has per- 
formed an excellent work, during the past, as in former 
years. One hundred and eighty-five seamen have signed 
the pledge since Easter, 1888, making the grand total of 
7,729 who have enrolled their names on the books of the 
Society since its formation eighteen years ago. If only 
one-half, or one-third of this large number have been 
faithful to their vows, an immense amount of good has 
been accomplished. The following incident will serve 
to illustrate the character of the achievements that we 
have gained in our conflict with the demon of intemper- 
ance. A youth, the wayward son of a respectable citi- 
zen of London, was found in a sailor's boarding house in 
Cherry Street. He was persuaded to attend one of 
our meetings, when he signed the pledge. The next 
Sunday he was in the Floating Church, and received a 
blessing from on high. He was soon afterwards con- 
firmed by the Bishop, and then became a regular attend- 
ant at the Lord's Supper. He is now employed in the 
office of a solicitor in that vast metropolis, and dwells 
under the paternal roof and is a comfort to his rejoicing 
parents, who thank God most fervently that he was 
found by the good Samaritans of the Floating Church, 
who bound up his wounds and led him to their inn in 
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Pike Street, in the ancient and renowned city of the 
Knickerbockers. Many other delightful incidents could 
be recorded of seamen who were cast away on the 
shoals of intemperance, but were rescued by our life- 
boat, and are now safe in port. The reading-room in 
the basement of 34 Pike Street has been a pleasant place 
of resort to many seamen during the Autumn and Winter 
months. Here, as in the church, nearly all the visitors 
were natives of continental Europe, and only imperfectly 
acquainted with our language. But they amused them- 
selves throughout the long evenings in looking at the 
illustrated papers, in playing the game of checkers, and 
and in writing letters to their friends. They were thus 
kept out of harm's way, and enjoyed themselves after 
a very innocent fashion. 

The New Sailors' Home in Franklin Square has been 
well patronized by the men of the Sea. It is steadily 
growing in favor with them, and a seaman who has once 
boarded there recommends it to his shipmates. In this 
way it is now known in every principal part of the world, 
The lodgers are well cared for corporeally, and their 
spiritual interests are attended to by the devout Super- 
intendent and the three Missionaries of the Society. 
Morning and evening prayers are maintained throughout 
the year by the former, and religious services, accom- 
panied by a discourse, are conducted once or twice in 
each week by the writer and his co-laborers. 

On every Saturday morning, since the beginning of 
last November, between 60 and 70 little girls have as- 
sembled in the lecture room to receive instruction in the 
useful accomplishment of making their own garments. 
At Easter the children receive the clothes which their 
own deft little fingers have made, and a feast of good 
things is provided for them by the same kind lady who 
originated the school and defrays all its charges for in- 
structors. 

The Sunday School continues in a state of great effic- 
iency, and is superintended by the same zealous and 
self-denying gentleman who has conducted it for some 
years.

MISSIONARY IN CHARGE OF THE CHURCH OF 
THE HOLY COMFORTER FOR SAILORS, 

FOR THE YEAR ENDING EASTER, 1889. 



The work at this station has been carried on as in 
former years. A fair amount of success has attended 
the labors of your missionary. As he surveys the field 
he has every reason to thank God and take courage. 
During the year a class of seventeen candidates was pre- 
sented to the Bishop for confirmation, and all of them 
were added to the communion of the church. This was 
the largest class ever confirmed in* the Mission, and was 
a very gratifying increase in the list of communicants. 
The large number of seamen who professed faith in 
Christ, and signed the pledge to live a Christian life, is 
also worthy of note. Hardly a week passes but some 
seaman gives assurance that he is trying to live a Chris- 
tian life, and verifies his sincerity by regularly attending 
the services of the church. Nearly every steamer that 
leaves the North River carries away one or more con- 
verted seamen, who are a blessing to their shipmates, 
and a living witness to the power of Divine grace. Many 
of these men are a constant wonder to me. Though 
surrounded by ungodly shipmates and most unfavorable 
environments, yet they remain steadfast to their pro- 
fession and to their Lord and Master. No sooner do 
they arrive in port than they invariably wend their way 
to the mission, and tell the missionary of the sustaining 
power of the grace of God, and at the hour of Divine 
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service they are found in their seats, joining heartily in 
the services of the church. 

A* little more than a year ago, Divine services were 
held for the first time in the beautiful church edifice 
recently erected through the munificence of the late 
William H. Vanderbilt. At that time there was a little 
doubt felt and expressed, that the building was too fine 
for seamen and people residing along the river front. 
This doubt could only be met and answered by actual 
experiment. Time alone could decide thai matter ; so 
your Missionary marked the effect with considerable in- 
terest and not a little anxiety ; and he is happy to state 
as the result of his observation, that all such fears were 
futile. Seamen appreciate the building and its appoint- 
ments, and instead of being repelled, are attracted. 

The attendance of seamen during the past year has 
been larger than formerly, and it is now quite common 
for some of the ships' officers to attend worship. When 
the services were held in the **upper room," it was a rare 
occurence indeed, to see a captain or a mate among the 
the congregation. The stewardesses also find the chapel 
a great convenience, and are seen in the audience at 
almost every service. Besides, a number of men from 
barges, and other sm^ll craft lying at the wharves in the 
vicinity, also come to the services and are greatly blessed. 
There is also a large floating seafaring population surg- 
ing up and down the river front who gladly come in to 
hear the praises of God and to listen to the preaching of 
His word. Altogether, in the course of the year, there 
is a vast multitude who do not think the building " too 
fine," and who enjoy the privileges of the mission and 
thank God for the advantages it affords. 

But the services of the church are not the only means 
here provided for blessing those whose " homes are on 
the deep." There is also attached to the mission, a free 
reading room, which is open daily, and where writing 
material is furnished free. While many of the men amuse 
themselves with literature, others either write letters, or 
pass their time with innocent games. This room is 
largely attended and much appreciated. I believe it has 
saved thousands from temptation and sin, especially the 
sin of intemperance. 
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The temperance work has been prosecuted with dilig- 
ence as in years gone by. Large numbers have signed 
the temperance pledge, and I am happy to say many of 
them have been faithful to their vows. Letters are 
frequently received from seamen thanking me for in- 
ducing them to sign the pledge, and telling me of the 
wonderful change that temperate habits have produced in 
their lives. Sometimes I receive a letter from the wife 
or mother of a sailor, with profuse thanks for the good 
done to those near and dear to them while attending the 
mission. A seaman, the father of six sons, signed about 
a year ago, and lately he wrote to me and said : ** my 
boys are all better boys since 1 left off drink." The mother 
of a sailor in Liverpool wrote to me lately and said : '* I 
feel I can never thank you sufficiently for inducing my 
sailor boy to sign the pledged' Such expressions of 
gratitude are frequent, and they serve to show, in a 
measure, the good done through the agency of the mis- 
sion. Intemperance is the great sin of the sailor, and 
many of them are praying to God that some friendly 
hand may rescue them from this terrible vice and from 
a drunkard's grave. 

As in years past, books have been distributed to sea- 
men at the close of the afternoon service ; also a large 
quantity of religious papers. These are much appreci- 
ated by the men. They are generally taken home to 
their families, who also get the benefit of them. These 
books and papers are the gift of a member of this 
Board. Through this instrumentality a vast amount. of 
good is accomplished. Many a seaman dates the be- 
ginning of his religious life from reading some good 
book that was given him at the Mission of the Holy 
Comforter for Sailors. 

The Sunday-school has continued its good work as 
heretofore. The Superintendent, Mr. Charles F. Vin- 
celette, has been most faithful and self-sacrificing in his 
labors of love. He is assisted by a corps of eight 
teachers, who at great sacrifice of time and comfort, 
devote themselves to training the children of the 
neighborhood in the way of holiness. Many of these 
children (some of whom live on boats) would have 
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no religious training whatever if this school did not 
exist, and many communicants of the Mission would 
not be on the roll of membership if they had not at- 
tended the Sunday-school. This is a most important 
and blessed work, and although its results may not be 
apparent to the casual visitor, yet its effect, which is 
most salutary, is sensibly felt in the neighborhood. 
Much yet remains to be done among this class, but 
what has already been accomplished gives us hope and 
courage for the future. If we train the children in the 
right way, we have the promise that "when they are 
old they will not depart from it." This is much better 
than letting them run the course of the prodigal, and 
then trying, often in vain, to win them back to right and 
purity. The scriptural way is God's way, hence we 
labor, and look for the Divine blessing. 

In this connection I wish to place on record my high 
appreciation of the valuable services of Mr. James M. 
Collins, who has voluntarily assisted in Divine worship 
as Lay reader, and taken an active part in the after 
meetings. Many seamen, through his earnest solicita- 
tions, have been induced to sign the temperance pledge, 
and not a few have been encouraged in the Christian 
life by his loving words and consistent example. Mr. 
Collins has also been an earnest worker in the Sunday 
School. 

A benevolent lady, a sister of a former member of 
this Board, conducted a Sewing School every Saturday 
afternoon during Lent. This school not only kept the 
children off the streets, but gave valuable instruc- 
tion in the use of the needle. Useful knowledge of this 
sort is most helpful to the poor, and if the means were 
at hand to increase this branch of the work, great good 
would undoubtedly follow. 

Taking the work as a whole, the past year has been 
perhaps the most prosperous in the long history of the 
Mission, and the prospect for usefulness in the future is 
full of hope and promise. Thousands in the past have 
been comforted and blessed by its ministrations. In 
almost every land, and almost every sea, the happy sub- 
jects of its conquests may be found, and through the 
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blessing of Almighty God, their number is sure to in- 
crease. Through this agency of the Church thousands 
of seamen will yet be rescued from the power of sin 
and Satan, and be made, by the Holy Spirit*s influence, 
the happy servants of Him whom we love to call our 
Saviour and our Lord.

STATION 

For the Year ending Easter, 1889. 



Your missionary, in presenting another annual report, 
has nothing new, sensational and exceptional, to bring 
to the knowledge of the religious community, to the 
benefactors of the Society, and to the Board of Man- 
agers ; for were such attempted his own feelings of 
rectitude would be outraged, his work misrepresented, 
and his honesty and sincerity questioned ; and by impli- 
cation the Board of Managers would be charged with 
ignorance of and indifference to those important trusts 
over which the Church has appointed them guardians. 
The uniform labors of a missionary among the same class 
of people from year to year do not furnish much with 
which the general public are interested, and were such 
labors exaggerated and overdrawn by reports too highly 
colored, suspicion would be aroused in those conversant 
with the work of the station, and honest, discerning 
Churchmen would lose confidence in the wisdom and 
integrity with which the affairs of the Society are man- 
aged. 

Your missionary desires to be again placed on record 
as profoundly grateful to God for the health and strength 
bestowed, ena|?lii\g him without a single failure to keep 
all his appointments and to attend to all his duties dur- 
ing the year ; f(5r the dij^ine aid and presence afforded 
him in all his ministrations among the sea-faring com- 
munity, which were to him very pleasant and to them 
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very acceptable ; and as returning his warmest thanks to 
the members of the Board and other friends of the Sailor, 
who by their counsel, liberality and co-operation helped 
to maintain and extend the interests of the Society at 
the Coenties Slip Station. 

Your missionary desires especially to express his grat- 
itude and thanks to the member of the Board of Man- 
agers who by his liberality enabled the missionary to 
continue the customary donations of books to the Sun- 
day congregations, without which there would be a seri- 
ous drawback to the influence and successful working of 
the station. 

In a review of the year your missionary takes pleasure 
and satisfaction in confidently assuring the Board that 
never during the history of the station were all the 
branches of the work usually carried on more success- 
fully operated than during the year now closed. The 
congregations were on the average much larger, the evi- 
dence of reverence and devotion more marked, and the 
growing attachment of the people to the Church and her 
officers more manifested than formerly. The present 
state of the Mission is very encouraging, the promise of 
an enlarged usefulness among the Sailors and Boatmen 
was never so bright, and assurances of pur Church's 
influence among them were never so certain. 

The out-door congregations have been large, orderly, 
reverent, and attentive. Too much cannot be said in 
commendation of the goodwill and decorum of the 
people who live in and near Coenties Slip, to the Mis- 
sionary, and he wishes to bear his testimony to the 
courtesy and readiness with which the Police aid him 
in his work. 

The Reading- Room has its peculiar and potent place 
in extending the influence of the station, and is abso- 
lutely indispensable to the highest success of the work. 
Here many having an hour of leisure are free to read 
the papers, peruse some books, and to write letters, and 
here they are safe from the temptations of the saloon 
and the gambling-room. The privileges it aiffords to all 
in the neighborhood have rooted the value of the Mis- 
sion in the hearts of many, and in itself Vva^s ^. c\n\Vvl\^% 
influence in that part of the City.

Another new year in which to continue our good 
work is opening out before us, and as we review the 
events of the past twelve months it is with pleasure we 
note that this forty-sixth birthday finds the Society 
in the prime of its manhood, not only willing but 
anxious to follow our Lord's command to ** preach the 
gospel to every creature." 

The full extent of the good done by the different 
chapels through their respective missionaries can only 
be known by those who personally visit and participate 
in the different branches of work of the chapels, the 
mission rooms and the home for sailors. To the poor 
(homeless) seamen these shelters are indeed very 
havens of rest and safety, where both body and soul 
are ministered unto. 
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The reports of the missionaries will show the number 
of men reached and helped, but no human estimate can 
be made of the widespread influence of this part of 
Christ's work done in remembrance of Him. 

Owing to the increased work and the failing physical 
strength of the faithful Rector of the Floating Church 
of Our Saviour, it was deemed expedient to appoint an 
assistant to aid Mr. Walker in his parochial duties. 
The Board has been fortunate in securing the services 
of the Rev. Dr. Cookman, who has proved himself an 
efficient helper in the work. The Rev. Messrs. Hyland 
and Maguire still remain faithful at their posts. 

The Society mainstains three mission stations. To 
carry on this work the sum of about $13,000 annually is 
required. This year the Treasurer's report shows a 
deficit of $1,649.85, which was met by a generous loan 
of $2,000. But at present the treasury is nearly empty 
and the Society appeals to the charity and generosity of 
the New York churches. Is it asking too much that the 
work of this Society be made part of the special chari- 
ties connected with each of the Protestant Episcopal 
churches in this city ? Certainly all church members 
are dependent in this large maritime centre upon the 
coming and going of the vessels of trade and transpor- 
tation, and even if there were no higher cause, it is to 
our interest to make honest men of those to whom so 
much is entrusted. 

The sum of $5,000 has been donated toward a per- 
manent fund, the income of which can only be used to 
help seamen in need or the destitute families of sailors 
who have died: — this money cannot in any way be 
applied to the running expenses of the Society. We are 
sure it is not through any lack of interest on the part of 
the churches that this year the donations have failed, to 



meet the needs of the growing work of this Society. 
Never were the managers more interested or desirous 
of extending the influence of the Society, and it is with 
the fullest faith in the benevolence which never fails to 
respond to a worthy cause that they submit this report 
and appeal to the people of New York. If only each 
church will annually contribute something, the aggre- 
gate will be sufficient for the full needs of the work.

REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY 

IN CHARGE OF THE 

"FLOATING CHURCH OF OUR SAVIOUR." 



The past year has witnessed an increase in the attend- 
ance of the seamen at the services which have been held 
every Sunday in the " Church of our Saviour/' and it 
should be a source of congratulation that we have been 
blessed with such a measure of success during the past 
twelve months. That great good have been accomplished 
by the faithful preaching of the gospel of Jesus Christ, 
and other instrumentalities there can be no doubt, and 
we hope and believe that a larger measure of success yet 
awaits us. Several hundred copies of the Holy Scrip- 
tures, Prayer Books and religious books in various 
languages have been presented to the seamen who 
attended the services in the Floating Church. These 
books are the gift of a generous member of the Board, 
and are not bestowed in vain, doubtless many have been 
benefited. The books, &c., are taken to sea, and read 
in the forecastle, and sometimes find their way into the 
cabin, and the officers' rooms. Six adults have been 
baptised during the year. On the fifth Sunday in Lent 
twenty persons were confirmed in the Floating Church 
by the Right Rev. the Bishop of New York. Several of 
these were adults. One of the adults was baptised by the 
writer, 35 years ago, when an infant. His faithful part- 
ner was also confirmed at the same time, and was re- 
cently baptised by your Missionary. 

" The Floating Church Temperance Society " has 
been productive of a large amount of lasting good — in- 
conceivable to those who are unacquainted with its 
operations. While many have lapsed, hundreds have 
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remained faithful to their promises, and are to-day re- 
spectable, prosperous and sober men, occuping positions 
of trust, both on land and sea. The writer is personally 
acquainted with several of these happy men who were 
rescued from destruction through the instrumentality of 
our Society. We receive letters from seamen in foreign 
ports, thanking us for the interest which we had taken 
in their welfare, and most of these emancipated sons of 
the ocean are laboring zealously to reclaim their intem- 
perate shipmates, and meet with good success in their 
praiseworthy efforts. Several sums of money amount- 
ing to nearly $1,000 in the aggregate have been placed 
in our hands for safe-keeping by reformed inebriates, 
and is deposited in their names in different savings 
banks. 

The Society's Home in Franklin Square has main- 
tained its good reputation among seamen, as is evident 
from the large amount of patronage which it has 
received during the past year, many new comers having 
been seen within its hospitable walls. The recommenda- 
tion of its worthy Christian Superintendent, and of his 
kind and just treatment, by his old boarders, to their 
shipmates has induced many mariners to lodge at the 
" New Sailor's Home," during their sojourn in this port. 
Strict integrity, brotherly advice, and unwavering kind- 
ness have smoothed the rugged path of the tempest 
tossed seamen, who wisely dropped their anchors in this 
peaceful haven. Some of these new comers entered the 
Home reckless and dissipated men, and left it fully 
reformed in mind, and morals, prayerful and religious, 
and blessing the day when a gracious Providence directed 
their footsteps to this Christian Hostelry. Many of Mr. 
Rode's boarders have connected themselves with the 
Floating Church Temperance Society. Your Missionary 
has generally visited this house, one afternoon in each 
week, conversing with the inmates, conducting a short 
service after supper, and supplying them with religious 
tracts and papers. 

Eighty-five little girls have been instructed every 
Saturday morning in the sewing school at the Mission 
Rooms, No. 34 Pike Street, since the beginning of last 
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November. They are nearly all the children of humble 
parents. Many of them are Roman Catholics, and several 
are the offspring of Italians, Spaniards, Germans and Chi- 
nese. They have all made proficiency in the useful accom- 
plishment of sewing, and at Easter receive the garments 
which they have made, and a bountiful feast is provided 
for them by the kind lady who established the school, 
and defrays all its expenses.^ 

The Sunday School continues to be admirably con- 
ducted* and the children who were confirmed on the Fifth 
Sunday in Lent, received their religious education in its 
classes. 

On Easter day 62 persons received the Lord's Supper 
in the Floating Church, many of them being seamen.

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REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY 

IN CHARGE OF THE 

CHURCH OF THE HOLY COMFORTER FOR 

SAILORS. 



The work of the Seamen's Mission on the North River 
has been carried on successfully during the past year. 
Divine services have been held regularly twice each 
Lord's Day, and on Thursday evenings. The attend- 
ance has been good, showing somewhat of an increase 
over former years. During the past winter, especially, 
the congregations have been large. It is not easy to 
account for this. It is well known that it was an 
unusually stormy winter at sea, and sailors had a trying 
and perilous experience. This may have caused them 
to reflect seriously on the uncertainty of human life and 
turned their minds towards spiritual things, so that when 
they reached shore they naturally sought the house of 
God, where they could worship Him, thank Him for His 
mercies, and hear the words of peace and blessedness. 
The loss of the steamship Erin of the National line, and 
her stalwart crew of seventy-five souls, had also a very 
solemnizing effect, and caused many a sailor to reflect 
as never before on the uncertainty of life, and the 
importance of preparing for a future state. The storms, 
and perils, and loss of human lives, have been the means, 
I believe, of leading men to the Mission in larger num- 
bers than ever before. They have evinced uncommon 
interest in the services and the preaching of the Gospel. 
Instead of a comparatively few remaining for the after 
meetings, as in former years, now it is seldom that one 
leaves, although an opportunity is given them to do so. 



They seem anxious to get all the religious benefit possi- 
ble. These meetings are full of interest, and are a power 
for good among seamen and others. 

The Temperance work has been pushed with energy. 
An unusually large number signed the pledge during the 
past year, and the number who have been (and they 
have been generally) faithful to their vows has been 
larger than formerly. 

Too much importance cannot be attached to this 
branch of the work. Intemperance is the sailors* beset- 
ting sin. Saloons are on every hand. Within two hun- 
dred yards of this Mission there are fifteen, and it is 
almost impossible for a sailor to pass all of these with- 
out being enticed into one or more of them. 

The importance of this work is further evident from 
the fact that the signing of a temperance card is often 
the first step in the Christian life. It is quite common 
that when a man signs the temperance pledge, he signs 
the pledge to live a Christian life at the same time. 
Several instances of this kind come to mind of men who 
for years have witnessed a good confession before many 
"%vitnesses in the forecastle and elsewhere, and who, by 
the purity of their lives and their consistent conduct, 
liave been living epistles read and known of all men. 

The Reading Room continues to be largely attended, 

.s.nd is proving a most valuable auxiliary to the Mission. 

Ht is highly appreciated by seamen and they are devoutly 

grateful for the privileges it affords. This room was 

:»epainted and refitted last summer. It is now a very 

"Attractive and comfortable room, well heated and lighted, 

^nd well supplied with current literature. The number 

^Df letters written and received is very great. Many 

letters come to me inquiring for missing seamen. To 

"•hese due attention is given. In some instances I have 

T)een successful in my search, and have been the means 

of bringing joy to anxious hearts ; of others, no trace 

could be found. 

Books in seven languages were given to seamen as in 
former years. They are the means of much good, and 
often have they proved useful in directing men to the 
Saviour of sinners. They are also valuable v\ olViftx 
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ways. They make the sailor feel that he has friends 
who care for him, and when they return to their homes 
on the other side of the Atlantic, they are an evidence 
that they have been to the Seamen's Church. These 
books are also read by their families, and thereby their 
usefulness is widened. Bibles and Prayer Books also 
are given to every man who desires them. It is quite 
common for a man to ask for a copy of the Scriptures. 
Some never owned a Bible, and many never read it. 
It is wonderful with what avidity such read the sacred 
page for the first time. They will often read it for 
hours consecutively. To some it has been a benediction 
and a guide to the better life. 

The work at this station is in a prosperous condition. 
Its good effects are felt far and wide, as is evidenced by 
the steadiness in numbers and attention of those who 
come to the services, and by the increased sobriety on 
the part of many who have come within its influence. 
Many a sailor blesses God for the good here received, 
and for its ennobling and holy influences, and for the 
direction and guidance which has enabled him to 
improve his advantages in this life, and pointed him to 
his eternal advantage in another and a better and a 
brighter world, where there will be no more storms or 
shipwrecks, but an everlasting haven of peace and rest.

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REPORT OF THE MISSIONARY 

IN CHARGE OF THE 

COENTIES SLIP STATION. 



The Missionary of the Coenties Slip Station has never 
been more encouraged than by the results of the work 
of the past year. At the outdoor services the sailors 
and boatmen were more numerous and the congregation 
larger than the average of other years ; devotion and 
reverence were marked characteristics. 

The services on Sundays, held in the Mission rooms 
during the winter, were well attended. Here the 
audiences finding themselves within an inclosure are 
easily persuaded that they are at church, and the hearty 
manner in which they take part in the responses is most 
pleasing. The week day services bear a good compar- 
ison in the numbers present with the average found on 
like occasions in the old and well established parish 
churches. The boatmen and seamen, who, during the 
week are obliged to remain in the slips, come with 
commendable regularity to these services, though there 
is so much to tempt them away from religious assem- 
blies, in the attractions of a large city. There is less 
formality in these meetings than those of Sunday, and 
after the service of prayer and praise with a brief 
address by the missionary, opportunity is taken for con- 
versation with the people with a view to their mutual 
acquaintance and general welfare. 

The Reading room continues to hold its usual impor- 
tant place among the agencies of the station for the 
furtherance of the aims of 'the Society. Here, the 
sailors and boatmen waiting in suspense for definite 
orders and engagements, can make themselves at home 
in the assurance that they are not intruding ; and here 
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they can communicate by letter with their friends, meet 
their former associates, and enlarge the circle of their 
acquaintanceship. Here also, during hours of disen- 
gagement, laborers of (he adjoining blocks can spend a 
few minutes learning the news of the day; and here 
too, anxious men who are out of employment, weary and 
discouraged by want of success can rest themselves 
apart from sights and scenes fitted to arouse their pas- 
sions, appetites and envy. The Reading room with its 
opportunities for writing, for information needful to the 
sailor, could not be dispensed with except at serious loss 
to the work of the mission. 

The distribution of books and papers after the close 
of the Sunday services has always formed a most im- 
portant part of the work of the out-door station. The 
results of the reading of the books so given and received, 
as related by the recipients, is a bright spot in the work 
of your missionary. 

These various divisions of the work of the Mission at 
arge were supplemented by regular and systematic 
visitations to every part of the harbor. During these 
visitations conversations were held, the Scriptures read, 
tracts and leaflets distributed to individuals and fami- 
lies, the careless warned, the sick prayed with, the cabins 
of many vessels resounding for the first time with songs 
of praise and thanksgiving to Almighty God. None can 
foretell the result of our work.' It will be manifested on 
the great day of our Lord's appearing.
